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Littlb Cotton to ue bad from KatlT. — 
The English papers contain distressing ac- 
counts of the damage by the inundation of 
Egypt, caused by the extraordinary rise of 
the waters of tlie Nile. Many villages have 
been overwhelmed, with great loss of cattle, 
and even of human life. The greater part of 
the standing crop of Indian corn is stated to 
be lost. Granaries, both Government and 
private, have been flooded, and already, it is 
said, there is an intention to prohibit the 
further exportation of grain from Alexandria. 
From the cotton districts, where the process 
of picking the first ripe pods had commenced, 
there are accounts of heavy losses, sufficient 
to make a material difference in the extent of 
the crop, an event to be particularly deplored 
at the present time. One account states that 
the loss of cotton will reach at least one-third 
of the entire amount. It will take months to 
repair the railroads.

Piling it on Pretty Steep. 

The Cincinnati Commercial, of Monday, 
expressed its indignation at the publication 
of Adjutant Thomas' anti-Fremont report 
in very bitter language. Hearhow it talks : 
The jVeio York Tribune Authorized by the 

War Department to Publish the Infamous 

Report of Adjutant-General Thomas. 

The New York Tribune of Friday, in an 
article on the publication of the report of 
Adjutant-General Thomas, says : 

" We regret that the Times, in its annoy- 
ance, should so lose its ten) per as to reflect j 
upon a Department of the Government. ! 
"Whether General Thomas' report was • whol- 
ly unfitted for publication ' is a point on j 
which we, at least, do not choose to offer an ■ 
opinion. It eame to us as that of General j 
atone did, published in the. same paper, in 
regular course from the War Deportment, | 
with authority to give it to the public through 
our columns. It is not for us to decide upon 
the fitness of official reports for publication. 
On that point the Departments are quite able i 
to judge for themselves, and wo should not 
feel at liberty to reject cither General Thomas' 
or General Stone s for any such reason. " 

The War Department is eternally disgrac- 
ed by the publication of this document. It is 
infamous in the extreme, and must be pro- 
ductive of the worst results. The Secretary 
of War should he at once kicked out of office 
for authorizing such a publication. It will 
give aid nnd comfort to the enemy, and must 
create disorders and demoralization in Fre- 
mont's army at least. Public opinion as to 
the publication of that report, aside from the 
Fremont question altogether, is decidedly that 
the War Department is deeply compro- 
mised and disgraced beyond remedy by 
such a proceeding. Tin- rebels certainly 
have no need of spies. All the spies in the 
United States could not collect such ; valu- 
able information' for the' enemies of the 
country as is to be found in that report, lie- 
sides its effect on the nation* of Europe will 
be to discredit our national cause, cover it 
■with ridicule, and cause those to whom the 
Government is committed to be regarded as a 
set of incapables who are m iking the war for 
national salvation a 'screaming farce, ' just as 
Blackwood calls it.

Tho Suspension of the Writ of Haboas Corpus 
— Opinions of the :Judges of the Circuit 
Court- 
Deputy Marshal Phillips represented to the 
I Circuit Court to-day that he did not servo 
j the rule issued by that body on the2^d inst, 
j to be served on General Andrew Porter, Pro- 
Tost Marshal for tho Distiict of Columbia, 
because he was ordered by the President of I 
I the United States not to serve the same, and | 
to report to tho Court that tho privilege of 
the writ of habeas corpus has been suspended j 
for the present, by order of the President, in 
regard to the soldiers of the army of tin- 
United States within this District. The Dev.ii- 
I ty Marshal respectfully disclaiinsall intention 
! to disobey or treat with disrespect tho orders 
i of tho Court. 

Chief Justice Dunlop delivered an opinion j 
! to the Court as follows : 

Rule to show cause against General Andrew ; 
! Porter, Provost Marshal of the District of, 
; Columbia, why an attachment of contempt of 
! Court, issued against him for obstructing the 
process of this Court and the administration 
of justice under it. The return made by 1 
Deputy Marshal Phillips, the 2Cth of October, j 
we will order to be filed, though we do not 
I doubt our power to regard it as insufficient in 
law, and to proceed against the officer who | 
has made it. Tho existing condition of the 
country makes it plain that that officer is 
powerless against the vast military force of 
I the Executive, subject to his will and order; 
as Commander-in-Chief of the army and | 
navy of tho United States. 

Assuming the verity of the return, which 
has been made on oath, the case presented is 
without parallel in the judicial history of the 
United States, nnd involves the free action 
nnd efficiency of the Judges of this country. 
The President, chnrged by the Constitution 
to take care that the laws bo executed, ha* 
| seen fit to arrest the processor this Court, and ! 
; to forbid the Deputy Marshal to execute it. 
I It does not involve merely the question of the , 
J power of the Executive in civil war to sus- j 
! pond the great writ of freedom, the habeas \ 
j corpus. When this rule was ordered to giv,e j 
I efficiency to that writ, no notice had eon | 
' given by the President to the Courts or ibe 
j country of such suspension here, now Hut 
! announced to us, and it wili hardly be mai. - 
; Mined that the suspension could be retrospec- 
tive. The rule in this case, therefore, what- 
ever may be tho President's power over the 
writ of habeas corpus, was lawfully ordered. 
| as well as the writ on which it was founded. 

The facts on which the rule was ordered bv 
, the Court are assumed to be true, as respects 
! the President, because the President had them 
! before him. and has not denied them, but for- 
I bade tho Deputy Marshal to serve the rule on 
General Andrew Porter. The President, we 
think assumes the responsibilities of the acts 
j of General Porter, set forth in the rule, and 
! sanctions thcin by his order to Deputy Mar- 
; shal Phillips not to serve the process on the 
Provost Marshal. 
The issue ought to be. and it is, with the 
I President, and we have no physical power to 
enforce the lawful process of this Court on 
his military subordinates. Against the Presi- 
dent's prohibition we have exhausted every 
practicable remedy to uphold the lawful 
authority of this Court. It is therefore order- 
ed, this 80th day of October, that this opinion 
of the Court be filed by tho Clerk, and made 
part of the record, as explaining the grounds 
on which we now decide not to order any 
further proceedings in this case. 

Associate Judge. Marshall said : Asa mem- 
ber of this Court and on its behalf, 1 wish it 
understood that, notwithstanding the blow j 
leveled at this Court, 1 do distinctly assert 
tho following principles : 

i'irst — That the law in this country knows 
no superior. 

Second — That the supremacy of the civil 
authority over the military cannot be denied; ' 
that it lias been established by the ablest! 
jurists, and. 1 believe, recognized nnd respect- 
od by tho Great Father of th • Country during 
the Revolutionary war. 

Third — That tho Court ought to be respect- 
ed by every one, as the guardian of tho per- 
sonal liberty of the citizen, in giving ready 
and effectual aid by that most valuable means, 
the wcit of habeas corpus. 

Fourth — I therefore respectfully protest 
against the right claimed to interrupt the pro- 
ceedings in this case.

Nr.ws from Sava nx ah, Ga. — We copy 
the following from the Cincinnati Commercial 
of the oth: 

A gentleman who has lived many years in 
the South, arrived in this city yesterday. He 
left Savannah, Ga., one week ago last Thurs- 
day, having spent three days in that city. 
During that time the French Consul granted 
eight clearances to vessels, which met with no 
opposition in leaving the harbor. No United 
States vessel was seen during the three days, 
nndit was currently stated that a United States 
ship was only occasionally seen off the har- 
bor. 

Everybody was expecting the big ship Fin- 
land, from England, and Capt. Anderson, of 
Savannah had left port to receive her. The 
blockade was laughed at. 

The feeling against the North was intensely 
bitter, and all the men had en listed for the light. 
The slaves were left to take care of home af- 
fairs, and their masters appeared to have no 
fear of them. 

The gentlemnn alluded to camo to Bowling- 
Green, Ky., thence, to Cloverport and Louis- 
ville. He left Bowling-Green last Thursday, 
and says the rebels were well fortified there; 
they had plenty of cannon, someof large cali- 
ber, and many field pieces, ready for service. 

He saw a number of Indians, and it was re- 
ported thero were 500 there, together with 
1,600 Texan Rangers, who rode their horses 
without using either saddles or bridles, and 
were splendid riders. 

The entire rebel forco in that vicinity, as 
far as ho could gather, was from 40,000 to 
C0,000. and men were arriving at tho rate of 
from 300 to 400 a day. On Wednesday or- 
ders were issued and parties sent out to collect 
o00 wagons, numbers of which were brought 
in when this gentleman passed through. 
He saw one man clap his hands together, and 
heard him exclaim, ' I'll bet any amount 
Buckner is in Louisville in fifteen days. 
Camps wero said to extend for five miles 
along tho road, and he saw three separate 
camps in the immediate neighborhood of the 
place. 

Our informant lived twenty-five years in 
the South. Lnst summer his family came 
North, and about seven weeks ago, bo came 
also, returned again as stated, and found all 
his property confiscated and some of his effects 
sold. As soon as possible, ho left himself. 
He affirms that mild treatment will not ac- 
complish tho object of the United States Gov- 
ernment. All acts indicating consideration 
are ridiculed and despised. 

PlIILADEI.l'HIA, Nov. 6. 
The steam gunboat Florida, one of the na- 
val expedition, has returned t6 the Navy 
Yard, disabled. She left the expedition on 
Friday night off Capo Fear. She reports 
that tho fleet encountered a heavy gale soon 
after leaving Hampton, but it died out on 
Wednesday and again revived on Thursday 
from the southeast.

By 
the removal to Fort Warren the prisoners 
will be deprived of the visits of friends and 
secret sympathizers, too many of whom got 
admittance to Fort Lafayetto yesterday 
morning at eleven o'clock, when the work of 
removal commenced. Many ofthemore violent 
of these secessionists are most violent in they 
language against the government, and threaten 
to bold Mr. Seward personally responsible, 
shouldthey cvcrbeabletoconfronthim as free 
men. Among the most aggrieved of the pris- 
oners is ex-Governor Morehcad, of Kentucky, 
but ho justifies himself by asserting that, 
though favorablelo Southern independence, 
he never committed any overt act against the 
government. As to Mr. Lowher, who en- 
deavored to make his escape the other day, 
he is the only man among them with "gyves 
upon his wrist.'' 

In accordance with all these preparations, at 
an early hour yesterday morning the prison- 
ers were removed in a tugboat to Governor's 
Island, where, after a short detention, they 
were placed on board the State of Maine, 
which had been chartered for the purpose, 
and sent to Boston. A guard of two hundred 
men from Fort Hamilton accompany the pris- 
oners.

At about three o'clock this afternoon the 
steamer Men ti cello, from the blockading fleet 
oft' Savannah, arrived and reported that she 
passed the wholo fleet Saturday night within 
thirty miles of Bull Bay. The storm had 
nearly abated and her officers have no doubt 
that they entered Bull Bay Sunday morning 
and landed within 25 miles of Charleston. 
This point of the coast is but slightly fortifi- 
ed. A Norfolk paper of Monday says that 
the destination of the fleet is known to be 
Port Royal, which is sixty miles north of 
Bull Bay. 

Sixty contrabands came into the fortre.s 
and fleet on Monday. They report that many 
of the troops huve been withdrawn from 
Great Bethel, Yorktown, and the vicinity 
of Norfolk, but don't know where they have 
gone. Passengers by the flag of truce say 
that no information had been received at Nor- 
folk relative to the fleet at 10 o clock on Mon- 
day morning.

THE public service demands tliut the gal- 
lant men who have tendered their services to 
their State and Government, and are now iu 
camp, shall he put into active service in tho 
Held at the earliest day" possible. 

It is now, therefore, ordered, by the direc- 
tion of the Military Board, that all compa- 
nies, parts of companies, independent, or at- 
tached to any regiment now forming within 
this Commonwealth, not having the mini- 
mum 'number of privates, (Infantry 04, Cav- 
alry jtj, ) on the loth day of November next, 
will be brought together and consolidated in- 
to companies with a view to a prompt organ- 
ization of the companies into regiments, ac- 
cording to the provisions of acts'of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State. 

Orders for consolidating fractional compa- 
nies will be made with a view as far as may 
be practicable, of associating together men 
enlisted in the same neighborhood. 

All persons authorized to raise companies 
or regiment* will report from day to day tho 
number of men enlisted by them respectively, 
reporting only such as are actually in cunip ir 
ottarttrtf and sworn into service. ' 

The order for consolidating the fractional 
companies will be made on the returns from 
recruiting officers, duttd 10th November, 
1861. 

A failure for three consecutive days to re- 
port the number of men in camp, as directed 
by this order, will be Considered as an aban- 
don ment of the post by the officer in charge, 
and tho authority given him to recruit will 
be at once cancelled, and another will be as- 
signed to his place.

WBJEBBJL8, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
ami the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the coii- 
j dition* upon which they will withdraw, thus 
; insulting the dignify of "the Stale by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
I without dishonor; therefore, 

1. licit resolved by the Generfft Assembly 
lof the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That tba 
! invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as thero 
! are now in Kentucky Federal troops asscm- 
j bled for the purpose of preserving the trnn- 
i quility of the State, and of defending and pro- 
1 tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives ami property, it is — 
1?. Further rcsolred, That General Hubert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckiaii, who has been 
appointed to the command of tho Department 
of Cumberland, be requested to take instant 
command) with authority and power ftom 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for tbe purpose of repelling 
the invaders from our soil.

American Diplomacy in Europe— Our Robel 
Ambassadors, Siidell and Mason. 

Our Havana correspondence of this day's 
issue is exceedingly interesting and sugge»- 
tive. It gives us the facts of the escape "from 
Charleston of John Siidell and James M. 
Mason, the lately appointed rebel special am- 
bassadors to France and England, and the 
still more important facts of their reception at 
Havana. By the British Consul Cianford, in 
full official uniform, they were introduced to 
the Captain General of Cuba, and by him 
they were received with a formal hospitality, 
which can only be construed as denoting an 
active sympathy on the part of the officials 
concerned, British and Spanish, with the 
cause of our Southern rebellion. 

Beginning with Siidell, as the more im- 
portant of these two vagrant rebel ambassa- 
dors, it appears that he lakes his family with 
him. Doubtless he meditates a long sojourn 
in Paris. He may have some presentiment 
of the inevitable snpproMou of this rebellion. 
At all events, with his family safely domi- 
ciled in Paris, he arid they will be out of 
barm's way against all the contingencies of a 
possible bombardment of New Orleans. Pos- 
sessed of immense wealth, Siidell has also, w, 
dare, say, amply provided for a long resi- 
dence abroad against all the chances of rebel 
extortions in Louisiana and Federal conlisca- 
tions. As the lirst experimental' Southern 
rebel ambassadors to Franoe, his appointment 
is, perhaps, the very shrewdest that Davis 
•could have made. True, Siidell is by birth a 
Nor thern man ; but from his long residence 
in Louisiana, and from his marriage and fam- 
ily connections there, he has been completely 
metamorphosed into a French Creole. As a 
politician he has been always a conspirator of 
the Southern Democratic revolutionary school 
— ambitious, unscrupulous, •cunning, dexter- 
ous, and persevering. Speaking the French 
language like a native, and conversant with 
French ideas, customs, politics, and diploma- 
cy, he is the very man to put the best face up- 
on the desperate enterprise of our Southern 
rebels before the government of France. In 
this service, among the fashionable circles of | 
Paris, we dare say that Jlrs. Siidell will 
prove a powerful ally, judging from her 
French accomplishments, her great populari- 
ty as a leader of fashionable society at Wash- 
ington, and from her great influence, through 
this channel, in shaping the diplomacy of .Mr. 
Buchanan's administration, foreign and do- 
mestic. 

Siidell will have another powerful ally in 
his Secretary of Legation, Eustis, a sprightly, 
dapper little gentleman from Louisiana, and 
the son-in-law of the millionaire banker, Cor- 
coran, of Washington. This banker made 
his fortune out of the United States Treasury 
,as a broker, under the beneflcient administra- 
tion of Captain John Tyler. We know now 
that Tyler is a rebel, that Eustis is a rebel, 
and l bat Corcoran is under suspicion, from 
his late intimate relations with the traitors of 
Mr. Buchanan s Cabinet. It would, perhaps, 
not bo out of place on the part of President 
Lincoln to institute an inquiry into this mat- 
ter; for otherwise, if Corcoran is infected 
with this virus of secession, his funds may be 
diverted against the government from which 
they were drawn, to the uses of this rebel le- 
gation at Paris. 

Thus much for Siidell and suite. Of Ma- 
son, the rebel Minister to England, little can 
be said, if we are to consider him as a states- 
man or a diplomat. He is a Virginian, of 
the aristocratic type, austere, pompous, sol- 
emn, and unapproachable — qualities which 
will commend him to Earl Hussell and the 
pompous Court of St. James. For many 
years Chairman of the Untied States Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, Mason has 
at least learned the conventionalities and 
pettifogging technicalities of diplomacy. He 
understands, too, the dogma of Talleyrand, 
that fords are intended to conceal ideas, and 
his hatred of ,; the Yankees " is as intense and 
cordial as «ny British snob could desire. lie] 
would rather sell Virginia and all her con- 
federate rebel States to England for a mess of | 
pottage than submit again to the government 
of the United Srates, subject to tho control of 
a Northern majority. . Siidell, upon this 
point, is equally malignant and intractable; 
and hence wc cannot reject the surmise that, 
if driven to extremities, they will propose to 
England and France a provisional protecto- 
rate over our revolted States, including the | 
commercial monopoly of those great Southern 
staples, cotton, sugar, rice, and tobacco. 

Against these traitorous ambassadors from 
Jeff. Davis, we have Mr. Adams as our Min- 
ister to England, and Mr. Dayton at Paris. 
Mr. Adams, we concede, is the right man in 
the right place, although, we fear, inclined to 
be a little too deferential to England at this 
crisis, when plain, outspoken language is 
what her case demands. Excepting the ad- 
vantage of his official position, it must be 
said of Mr. Dayton that ho is no match for 
Siidell at Paris. The former js as ignorant of 
the French language as of French society, 
usages, prejudices, and peculiarities; while 
/Siidell is conversant with them all, and will 
play in France rather the part of a French 
colonist than that of a stranger from a for- 
eign land. 

Wc might pursue this subject to some gen- 
eral remarks upon each and all of Mr. Lin- 
coln's official representatives in Europe, but 
our limits restrain us. Suffice it to say that, 
excepting Messrs. Adams and Dayton, the 
catalogue is wholy unsatisfactory, particular- 
ly at this important juncture of life or death 
to our government. Mr. Sanford, at Brus- 
sels, is a fussy, conceited, and consequential 
humbiig.'whose diplomatic achievements have 
Wen limited to the cut and trimmings of a 
court costume, some speculations in gnano, 
and a silly Speech or two on this rebellion. 
Cassius M. Clay is a lighting man, and is 
anxious to be now in Kentucky, as a Union 
soldier, instead of being an idler at St. Peters- 
burg; and his wishes ought to bo respected. 
Mr. Marsh, we suppose, is exploring among 
the rubbish of some of the ruins of Italy for 
relics of the ltoman empire, and he is good 
for nothing else. Harvey, our Minister in 
Portugal, if not looked after, may turn up a 
confederate of Siidell and .Mason. If he were 
recalled, however, he might return to South 
Carolina with the latest Cabinet and army 
news from Washington. 

But enough for the present. Mr. Lincoln 
can hardly be expected at this time to under- 
take the reconstruction of our diplomatic 
corps in Europe, for ho is absorbed in the 
preparations for a brilliant dash or two upon 
the front and Hanks of this great rebellion. 
Meantime, however, let him look well to the i 
movements of Siidell and Mason. They will 
leave Cuba in a British steamer for Europe 
on the Cth or 7th of November; and if. upon 
their arrival in England, they hear of some 
great success of our arms, they may, in their 
desperation, propose the pale of our rebellious 
States to England and France, to secure their 
protection. But what then ? Why, then, as 
the present sympathies of England are all for 
cotton, and as she has been intriguing, plot- 
ting, and industriously working for thirty 
years to rend this Union into fragments, she, 
too, will bear watching. 



American Matters in England — Earl Russell 
on the Rebellion. 

On the 14th instant tho Secretary of Stale 
for Foreign Affairs was honored with a grand 
reception and dinner at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne. His Lordship, after dinner, made an 
address, commenting at some lengthen public 
affairs, and alluding as follows to the Ameri- 
can question : 

Ukntlkmex : Let us look for a moment at 
another part of the world ; at another coun- 
try, which, for my part, I have also observed 
with the greatest interest — the United States 
of America. It appears to me that it would 
bo a great misfortune to the world, if that 
experiment in free government which, though 
not carried on in exactly the same principles 
as those of our own, was conducted on princi- 
ples which had been devised with great wis- 
dom — it would be, I say, a very great mis- 
fortune if anything were to happen to that 
State. [Cheers.] I am sorry to say that 
those events have happened, and wc now seo 

two, parties contending together, not upon the 

question of slavery — though that, i believe, 
is the original cause of the conflict — not 
COtot&nding with respect io Free Trade and 
Protection, but contending as no litany States of 
the. Old World have contended, iheonc side for 
empire and the other for power. Far bo it 
from us to set ourselves up us judges in this 
matter, but 1 cannot help asking myself, as 
affairs progress in the contest, to what good 
end can it lead ? Supposing this contest 
ended by the reunion of its different parts, 
and that the South should agree to enter 
again with all the rights of the Constitution, 
should we not again have that fatal subject of 
slavery brought in along with them. [Hurrah.] 
That subject of slavery which caused, no 
doubt, the disruption, we all agree must, soon- 
er or later, cease from the face of the earth. 
[Cheers.] Well then, gentlemen, as you will 
see, if this quarrel could be made up, should 
wc not hacc those who differed from J//\ Lin- 
coln at the last election, carried back into the 
Union, and thus, sooner or later, the quarrel 
would reconnne/tee, and, perhaps, a long civil 
war follow/ On the other hand, supposing 
the United States to completely conquer and 
subdue the Southern States, supposing that 
should be the result of a long military con- 
flict ; Supposing that should be the result of 
some years of civil war, should we not have 
the material prosperity of that country in a 
great degree destroyed, should wc see that 
respect for liberty which has so long distin- 
guished our North American brethren, and 
should we not see those Southern men yield- 
ing to force, and would not the North be 
necessitated to keep in subjection those who 
had been conquered, and would not that very 
materially interfere with the freedom of na- 
tions? And, if that should be the unhappy 
result to which we at present look forward, if 
by means such as these the reunion of the 
States should be brought about, is it not the 
duty of those men who have embraced the 
precepts of Christianity to seo whether this 
conflict cannot be avoided ? 

Gentlemen, I have made these observations 
to you upon matters, as I have said, deeply 
affecting us all, but not upon matters in which 
the Government of this country has any im- 
mediate power, or, indeed, any immediate in- 
terest. Had they been eases of that kind it 
would not have been consistent with-mv duty 
as Foreign Secretary to speak to you in detail 
upon such subjects; but with regard to these 
duties. I can only point out to you — if it is at 
all necessary to point out — that the world is 
disturbed by assertions of nationality, by as- 
sertions of authority on the other side, by 
conflicts and disturbances occurring almost 
daily in some parts of Europe ns well as in 
America — [cheers] — in these cases it is the 
duty of the foreign Ministerof this country, it 
is file duty of the head of the Government of 
this country, to watch closely as to what hap- 
pens; to respect theindependenceof all foreign 
nations, but not to let go any part of that 
prudence and vigilcnee which becomes Min- 
isters of England at this time; not to impair 
any part of tho influence of this country, be- 
cause that influence may be used in tire cause 
of freedom and of humanity. [" Hear. hear. " 
nnd cheers;] not to lower in any respect the 
power of this country, because that power 
may be absolutely necessary to preserve the 
freedom of Europe, to vindicate the Indepen- 
dence of nations, and to guard her ow n digni- 
ty and freedom. [Cheers.]

A correspondent of the St. Louis Repul>- 
lican, who accompanied the recent expedition 
for the exchange of prisoners to Columbus, 
Ky., furnishes some interesting facts as to 
the condition of affairs there: 

THE REI!KL GENERALS. 

In regard to the personnel of the four rebel 
leaders, a description of Gen. Leonidas Polk, 
would be a tall, rather severe looking man, 
with a nose slightly Roman, and an air calcu- 
lated to insure respect and obedience. Al- 
though but yet in the prime of life, he has 
evidently passed through many of its storms, 
and is willing and able to give and take tho 
rough blows of warfare. In conversation he 
is pleasant, with a dry vein of humor that re- 
minds one of a fat Bishopric enjoyed in 
days gone by. Pillow, the famous, isagenial, 
good humored looking chap, with something 
of the gentleman, and more of the oily politi- 
cian in his manner. McCown appears every 
inch a soldier, and is on the severe style, with 
a voice expressing an unlimited amount of 
energy and fire, while a very low note of it 
would be apt to wake a sentinel sleeping at 
his post, lie is a man nolle would ever im- 
peach of cowardice, and unless fate intervenes, 
his name will be familiar before Memphis is 
reached. 

BXBKL PAPERS IN HAD REPUTE AT HOME. 

An intense desire was expressed by all to 
see some papers from the outside world, and 
could a flat boat full pass the blockade at 
Cairo to points below, the proprietors' fortune 
would be made. The Southern papers have 
lied SO persistently, glaringly, and continuously, 
that their own patrons doubt them more, if 
possible, than others do, and eagerly grasp at 
the loyal press they abuse. 

THE FORCE AT COLUMBUS. 

Despite every effort to parade the soldiers 
occupying Columbus, and make them appear 
numerous as possible, there were not more 
than ten thousand in the vicinity. It has been 
rumored, and this would seem to prove it true, 
that a great many, and I hey the flower of the 
army, were lately sent South to repel the ex- 
peeled attack at New Orleans. Those left are 
by no means fully uniformed, and their clothes 
seemed old and some even ragged. But lit- 
ti,- preparation for w inter. attdltie pinch with 
them is evidently approaching. At the pres- 
ent time an equal number of Union troops, 
supported by two gunboats, could take the 
position and begin that work which a country 
is anxiously looking for its troops to do. The 
principal fortification is an earthwork, mount- 
ing eight guns, and situated near the river 
bank. It is in shape something like the one 
here. This 1 was unable to see on my visit a 
short time ago, and none were aware of its 
existence until the expedition of day before 
yesterday. Near it is a sandbag battery of 
two guns, and the trees interfering with a 
perfect range overall roads leading into town, 
have been cut down. The weapons of the 
soldiers, as described in a previous letter, 
arc of all descriptions, some entire re- 
giments having good ones, while those of 
others are inferior, and many well nigh worth- 
less, resembling in these respects the varieties 
that even at this late day exist among any 
considerable body of Union soldiers. 

At Belmont, opposite Columbus, on the 
Missouri shore, are encamped three thousand 
of the Missouri rabble, each pretty much on 
his own hook', and who. if any one, commands 
tiu ni. is not known. They are considered, by- 
friends as well as foes, n lawless body — neither 
doing the deeds nor wearing the clothes of 
soldiers — and Union troops Would be in no 
great danger from them. 

Wolf Island, lying just below, has a bat- 
tery of two guns upon it, placed so as to 
command tho channel for tt long distunce 
above. 



Killing Affair. — Day before yesterday 
three citizens of Lorctto went out to shoot at 
a mark. They were Charles Smith, Joseph 

Mudd, and Kiddrell. In the course 

of the match some difficulty arose between 
Smith nnd Mudd. in the midst of which

ing him instantly. Smith was a man about 
45 years of age, but unmarried. Mudd is a 
young man, not over 25. Mudd and Kid- 
drell were both arrested.— Lou.

The Church of Puritans. Union Square, was 
filled tooverflowinglast evening in consequence 
of an announcement that Gerrit Smith would 
hold forth on the "State and Needs of the 
Country." 

The opening part of tho address presented 
nothing special, though occasionally Mr. 
8rditb's remarks elicited the applause of the 
audience. The first manifestations of dissent 
and disapproval were called forth when he 
contrasted the proclamation of Gen. Fremont 
with that of tho proclamation of the Presi- 
dent. That of Fremont's he said was 
glorious — in tone with the temper of the 
people, and called for by tho necessities 
of the times. That of the President's was 
a step against freedom — that of Fremont's 
a step against slavery. [Applause and hiss- 
es.] It might be said that ti.e President, as 
Commander-in-chief of the army, was not to 
be controlled at all times by the Constitution, 
and he would add, neither was Fremont con- 
fined to the letter of the law, as a military 
commander, within his own district, and, 
therefore, Fremont was justified in issuing 
the proclamation he did. [Applause and hiss- 
es.] But why should the President have 
Fremont in season and out of season so scru- 
pulously subservient to Congressional law, 
while he forgot the declaration of the popular 
branch of Congress last session, setting forth 
that it was no part of the duty of the, mili- 
tary to capture or return fugitive slaves? 
Why, then, should the law be quoted in favor 
of the President and against Fremont ? Buy- 
ing and returning runaway slaves was giving 
aid and comfort to the enemy, and knowing 
this, we were justified in condemning the lo- 
tion of the President and sustaining that o!" 
Fremont. [Applause and biases.] The war 
would never be brought to a speedy and 
successful close till the Indians were employ- 
ed by the government in defending a coun- 
try which was as much theirs as ours. The 
government was too merciful to the rebels to 
accept such effective and terrible fighters. 
Indians may fight, hut not against rebels. 
All their tightingmust be against us. Again: 
the negroes of the North had asked for arms and 
employment in the army ; butno, the Govern- 
ment was too dainty and select to accept of 
such vulgar and unpolished aid. If the na- 
tion should perish in this war, it might be 
tmithfully inscribed upon its monument, 
•' Died of excessive, nnd excessive refinement." 
[Laughter.] Ho was not only in favor of 
employing negroes and Indians against the 
rebels — rebels, ns they were, of the worst 
type — but he would make the devil himself 
fight for us if he could only succeed in throw- 
ing harness upon the back of the old fellow. 
[Laughter.] That old rascal, if never before 
in his life well employed, would then surely 
be for once. [Continued laughter.] They 
had better altogether retire from the war, or 
else* go in to conquer the South in earnest, 
with all the means God left at their disposal. 
When Fremont's proclamation made its ap- 
pearance he lived, but when that of the Pres- 
ident's appeared he died. His heart sunk in 
despair, never to rally until the Government 
shall cease its madness and folly and deter- 
mine to conquer the enemy by any and all 
the means in its power. If the war was not 
speedily brought to a close France and Eng- i 
land would unite in breaking the sham block- \ 
ade against the Southern'porU. Thio might 



Terrible Scenes at Edwards' Ferry — Founder- ! 
ing of the Launch. 

In giving an account of the late terrible 
disaster at Edwards' Ferry, the Columbus ' 
Journal thus speaks of the sinking of the 

launch : 

The only scow that could he found for 
transporting cither tho advance or the fugi- 
tive, sank beneath its burden of the wound- 
ed, and foundered with its precious freight. 
What pen can depict the horrors of that 
scene of dismay! Fancy its aggregate of woe 
from the description given by a witness of this 
awful drama: 

A most painful scene transpired at the sink- 
ing of the launch, in which wcro some sixtv 
wounded men, and twenty or thirty members 
of the California First. The launch had been 
safely taken half way across tho river, when, 
to their utter consternation, it was discovered 
that it was leaking, and the water gradually, 
but surety, gaining upon them. Tho w ound- 
ed were lying at the bottom of the launch — 
some shot in the head, others mangled by the 
tramp of cavalry, and others suffering intol- 
erably from their various dislocations, wounds, 
and injuries, and all soaking in water, which 
at the very start was fully four inches deep. 
As the water grew deeper and rose ubove the 
prostrate forms of the wounded, their com- 
rades lifted them into silting postures that 
they might not be strangled by the fast-rising 
stream. But it is said that the groans and 
cries, screams and moanings of tho poor fel- 
lows who were thus tortured were most dis- 
tressing and indescribable. Despite all that 
could be done the fate of the launch, and all 
that were in it, with tho exception of a few 
expert swimmers, was sealed; suddenly and 
like a flash of lightning the rolton craft sank, 
carrying with it at least fifty dying, mangled, 
groaning sufferers, and some twenty or thirty j 
others » ho had trusted their lives to its treach- 
erous hold. The imagination revolts at the 1 
dreadful vision which rises before it ; a3 were 
seen the vain attempts of the drowning to j 
keep their aching heads above the level of the j 
water; as the long lines of bleeding, crying | 
men became a confused mass of gory bodies, 
struggling, the stronger w ith the weaker, for j 
some place w here for a little while yet they 
might be secure from the dreadful but im- 
pending fute; ns the well, forgetting their 
brothers in their anxiety for self-preservation, 
rushed frantically from end to end of the 
launch, fearing to attempt the swimming of 
the river, while they added pain and misery 
by their thoughtless traiupings, to their less 
fortunate companions, who lay beneath their 
feet, and, finally, as the launch, unable longer 
to maintain its place above the surface, sank 
— while the farewell cry, the feeble groan, the 
terror tilled prayer and the grateful expres- 
sion of relief from pain, mingling, rose in one 
wild outcry, which terrified tho hundreds who 
were swimming for their lives, and filled with 
sorrow and dismay the hearts of the survi- 
vors who stood upon the friendly and not dis- 
tant shore. 



Death of Thomas Wildoy. 

We regret to announce the death of our 
venerable fellow-citizen, Thomas Wildoy, 
Esq., who died suddenly this morning, while 
seated at the breakfast table, at his residence, 
coi ner of Gay and Front streets. His disease 
was dropsy of the heart. Mr. Wildey was a 
widower, his w ife having died some time since, 
and was without children. 

Mr. Wildey was extensively knownjthrough- 
out the country as the founder of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd-Follows in the United 
Stales. The history of the rise and progress 

of this truly beneficent Order is of the most 

interesting character, and did our limits per- 
mit, we would avail ourselves of the abun- 
dant materials at hand to give a full and 
particular account. In the early part of the 
present century we have traditional state- 
ments concerning the attempted organization 
of Lodges of Odd-Fellows in this country, 
founded upon the institution which existed 
in England, but the practice of which, as 
compared with that letter and nobler organi- 
zation which grew out of these attempts, 
was as different as day is from night. It 
is asserted that a lodge was known to ex- 
i-t in this city us early as 1802, and others 
in different parts of the country; but none 
of these accomplished any definite results, 
and it was reserved for Mr. Wildey to be 
the first to give to it "a local habitation and 
a name. " 

Its authentic origin maybe considered as 
dating f rom the 26th of April, 1819, at which 
time was organized Washington Lodge No. 1, 
when was assembled, at tho " Seven Stars 
tavern in Second street, kept by Wm. Lnp- 
ton, under n call from Thomas Wildey, the 
following persons, who claimed to have" been 
instituted in the Order in other places : Thos. 
Wildev, John Welch, John Duncan, John 
Cheatham, and Richard Rushworth. It was 
originally self-instituted, and designed to 
operate according to the ancient usages of the 
Union or London Order, which plan was soon 
alter abandoned, and the work changed to 
that of the Independent Order, and under the 
usuges of this branch of the Order, it became 
necessary to obtain a dispensation from some 
competent authority, which authority was ob- 
tained through the Duke of York's Lodge, 
in Preston, England, during the latter part 
of 181'.). 

It is no part of our intention to follow the 
rapid advancement of the Order through the 
years which have elapsed since that time; 
suffice it to say, that it has gone on increasing 
from year to year, until it now contains a 
membership of more than two hundred thous- 
and, divided into lodges and extending over 
the length and breadth of the Union. Coup- 
led with this well known fact, it is Worthy 
of note that the Order expends annually 
about one million of dollars in the sup- 
port of the sick and for benefits to the 
widow and orphan, while large sums arc 
paid annually for the education of orphans. 
The philanthropic character of the organiza- 
tion may be judged of by the brief narration 
of these facts. 

Mr. Wildey. from the time of the first in- 
ception of the Order, always took a great in- 
terest in its welfare, and was prominent in 
everything calculated to advance its useful- 
ness. He has filled every position of honor 
it was in the gift of the members to bestow, 
and was the first Grand Siro when the 
Grand Lodge of the United-States was in- 
stituted. Mr. Wildey was a man of the most 
benevolent and charitable disposition, and 
the needy never applied to him in vain. 
Ho was a native of England, but came to this 
country at an early age.

Hew to Raise Hogs. 

A. G. Maillot, of Kentucky, in a commu- 
nication to tho Genesee Farmer, offers the 
following hints on the raising of hogs: 

We intend not to say how a few hogs can 
be raised to an advantage, but how a man may- 
raise then! as a business, with the least labor 
and expense, and leave the land in tho best 
condition. All farming, in my opinion,' ought 
to be conducted with a reference to the con- 
tinued improvement of the soil. Present 
gain, by a deterioration of the soil, will ulti- 
mately prove to bo a loss. 

Say we have a good stock to begin with — a 
stock which matures early and fattens well. 
The pigs should come from the middle of 
March to May. There is a great advantage j 
in pigs coming at this time, as wo can graze 
them through two summers and have them 
to keep only through one w inter. They come 
j to be id' fine size by tho second fall or winter. 

Hogs may be pushed into market younger, 
| but at more expense in grain, and they will 
i be smaller at fattening time, which is a great 
I advantage. 

Tho greatest profit in hogs is in grazing 
them, and turning them upon grain fields, 
where they can gather for themselves, and 
having them large and, in good condition at I 
fattening time. Tho sows and pigs should be j 
kept in good growing condition, by feeding 
them on Indian corn, or com meal made into I 
slop. ^As soon as the clover begins to bios- 1 
Bom, or a little before, turn them upon it. ! 
Sows and pigs should still be given somcgrain, ; 
while in the clover. Having n field of oats i 
early sown — the size of the field to be in pro- 
Portion to the number of hogs — nnd as soon 
as the oats are ripe, turn the hogs upon them 
to gather for themselves. To pasture hogs to 
the 1 est advantage through the summer, it | 
will be necessary to sow a field of rye, as 
above, and after they have eaten the oats turn 
them upon the rye. Though the rye will be 
ripe before the oats, it is thought belter to let i 
the beards rot, and it will keep good in the ; 
field until September; whereas the oats will j 
rot in a short time. After the hogs have eat- j 
en the rye they may go upon the clover again. 
They then should have old corn to keep them 
from being reduced in flesh ; the second crop 
of clover not being as good as the first. This 
method may appear very wasteful to those 
not familiar with it; but if a little grain is 
left on the field it will be nn excellent fertil- 
izer, and the straw and everything that grew 
on the field is left there, except tho fat that is 
driven off with the hogs. This leaves the field 
in good condition for the next year. 

The hogs should be kept in good condition 
through the winter and spring. The best 
place to winter them is in the woods, ami let 
them have low, long, dry shelters to sleep in. 
Let them be turned op the clover the second 
year about the time it blossoms, and I prefer 
to give them a little grain. Then let them 
go on the oats nnd rye as they did the first 
year. When they come off the rve the 
second year, it is very important to grain feed 
them while on clover, until they arc put up 
to fatten. It is a great advantage to have 
hogs large and in good condition when fatten- 
ing time commences. A lot or small field of 
corn, early planted, to turn on about the 15th 
or 20th of September, is an excellent plan ; 
or fence oft' with a temporary fence, a portion 
of a larger field. Continue the hogs in the 
field until about the middle of October or the 
fiist of November ; then take them to a field 
iu^'iided to be ploughed for next season (a 
clover lield is best ) and feed them plentifully 
until about the first of December, at which 
tune they will be tit for market or slaughter- 
ing. 

By feeding down upon the field, you save 
labor of gathering, and leave all that grew 
upon it. except what is driven off in fat upon 
the hogs. By sowing the field in rye a few 
days before the hogs are taken off, a fine crop 
can bo obtained. The grain left upon the 
fields pastured during the summer will soon 
spring up and afford a line fall and early win- 
ter pasture. If it be intended to sow the oat 
and rye fields in clover, the pasturing down 
of the grain makes no difference. Take off 
the hogs as soon as they eat the grain. The 
decaying straw and manure left upon the field j 
will be an advantage to the clover. 

The hogs should bo well salted, and have ! 
access to water. From the middle of Octo- ! 
ber to the first of November it is important 
to have a good, dry shelter for them to sleep j 
in ; earlier than that they will generally sleep 
in the open air. If it is desired to fatten ! 
hogs the first seasonNifter we commence rais- 
ing. of course we must buy them of suitable | 
size in the spring. The number kept to breed 
from must be suited to the number wo want 
to raise. A good brood sow will raise two 
litters a year, and from six to ten at n litter. 
, A*)ittle experience in the matter will direct I 
I us aright. f 
i Bv a btrict attention to the above method i 



of raising and fattening hogs, as much or 
more can be obtained for the grain than it can 
be sold for, and all of it fed upon the farm, 
which is no small consideration. By raising 
grain and selling itofl'the farm, it will be be- 
coming poorer. By raising and judiciously 
fattening hogs, the farm will be growing 
richer. This, in ten years, will make a great 
difference. I have known some farms, re- 
duced to almost sterility by bud manage- 
ment, by a proper management in sowing rye 
and oats and clover, and feeding them on the 
ground, made very productive. Feeding 
Indian corn upon the land is very improving 
to it. I once knew a field planted in corn for 
four years in succession, and the last crop 
was as good as any that preceded it. 

In regard to the worlh of grain fed to hogs, 
I made one long-continued experiment, which 
satisfied me that it is remunerative. Some 
years ago I had a lot of corn which I could 
sell for only twenty cents per bushel. I con- 
cluded I would feed it to some pigs, which came 
about New Year's. I gave them two cars a 
day each until April — about ninety days. I 
weighed an average one on the 1st of April, 
and it weighed 02 pounds. It was then worth 
2J cents per pound, or SI 30. It had eaten one 
and a half bushels of corn. 1 then increased 
the feed to three ears per day until the loth 
of July — about one hundred and six days. 
Each ale from April until the 15th of Juiy, 
three hundred and eighteen ears; weight 130 
pounds, and worth i'i 25. They hail eaten 
each from January to ihe 15th of July, four 
hundred and ninety-eight ears — not five 
bushels of corn, which was only worth SI ; 
whereas the shoat was worth S3 25. While 
torn was worth only !?1 for five bushels in the 
market, less than five bushels of corn was 
worth S3 25 fed to hogs. This was affected 
without clover in the summer. By calcula- 
tion the above weights at four to five cents 
per pound, you will have tho worth of the 
pigs at present prices. This convinced mo 
that corn can be profitably fed to hogs. 

I think now I have redeemed my promise; 
shown how hogs can be raised as a business, 
at the least amount of labor and expense, and 
leave the land in the best condition. 



Falls of Niagara Surpassed. 

Did any of our readers every hear of the 
Gairtoppa Falls, near Honore : If not, they 
will probably read with some pleasure a de- 
scription which has just appeared in the Cal- 
cutta papers. It is strange that a fall six 
times the depth of Niagara should remain al- 
most unknown. "From the village of Gairtop- 
pa, reached by n river of the same name, the 
w riter was carried for twelve miles up the 
Malimunch Pass, and reached the Falls Bun- 
galow about three hours and a half after leav- 
ing the top of the pass. An amphitheatre of 
Wood*, and a liver about five hundred yards 
wide, rushing and boiling to a certain point, 
where it is lost in a perpetual mist, and an 
unceasing deafening roar, must first be imag- 
ined. Leaving the Bungalow on the Madras 
side of tho river, and descending to a position 
below the river level, you work your way up 
carefully and tediously over slippery rocks 
until you reach a point where a rock about 
twice the size of a man s body juts out over a 
precipice. Resting flat upon tho rock, and 
looking over it, you see directly before you 
two of the four principal falls; these two are 
called the "Great Fall ' and ''The Rocket.'' 
The one contains a large body of water, the 
main part of the river, perhaps fifty yards 
in loss, which falls massively and apparently 
sluggishly into the chasm below. The other 
contains a smaller body of water, which shoots 
out on successive points of rocks, till it falls 
into the same chasm. 

This chasm is at least nine hundred feet in 
depth — six times the depth of Niagara Falls, 
which are about one hundred and fifty feet, 
nnd near a-half-mile in width. These are the 
first twp falls to be visited. Then move a 
little below your first position, and you will 
observe first a turbid, boiling body of water, 
of greater volume than the Rocket Fall, rush- 
ing and streaming down in the same chasm; 
this is tho third fall, "The Roarer.'' Then, 
casting your eye a little further down, you 
will observe another fall, the loveliest, softest, 
most graceful of all — being a broad expanse 
of shallow water falling like transparent sil- 
ver laco over n smooth surface of polished 
rock into the same chasm ; this is "La Dame 
Blanche, " and the "White Lady of Avenel" 
could not have been more graceful and ethe- 
real. But do not confine yourself to any one 
place in order to view these falls; scramble 
everywhere you can, and gel as many views 
as you can of them, and you will be unable to 
decide which is the most beautiful. 

And do you want to have a faint idea of 
the depth of the chasm into which these glori- 
ous waters fall '.' Take your watch and drop 
as large a piece of rock as you can hold, from 
from your viewing place; it will bo several 
seconds before you even lose sight of the 
piece of rock, and then even it will not have 
reached the water at the foot of the chasm — 
it will only have been lost to human sight; 
or watch the blue pigeons, wheeling and cir- 
cling in and out of the great fall within the 
chasm, and looking like sparrows in size in 
the depths beneath you. But you have yet 
only seen one, and that not perhaps the love- 
liest, and at least not the mostcomprehensive, 
view of the falls. You must proceed two 
miles up the river, above the falls, and cross 
over at a ferry, where the waters are still and 
smooth as glass and sluggish as a Hollander, 
and proceed to the Mysore side of the falls, 
walking first to a point where you will see 
them at a glanco. and then descend as near as 
vou can to the foot of these, to be drenched 
By the spray, deafened by the noise, and awe- 
struck by the grandeur of the scene, and by 
the presence of tho Creator of, it. in the per- 
petual rainbow of many and brilliant hues 
which spans the foot of the chasm. 

The Last Moments of the Eniporor of China. 

The following aro the terms in which the 
Journal de St. Petersburg of the 8th of October 
announced the death of the Emperor of 
China : 

Accounts from Pekin of the24th August make 
known tho death of the Bogdokhan. In the 
morning of that day two decrees in the Pekin 
Gazette set forth that, by his will, ho had 
nominated his eldest son heir of the Celestial 
Empire, and had decided that a council of 
eight personages should advise him, the said 
council consisting of Zsai-youan, (I-tsin-wan.) 
Douanhoua. (Tehen-tsin-wan,) Sou-houa, 
Tsin-toa. Mou-in, Kouan-youan, Don-ban, 
and Tsiao-youin. The name of Prince Kong, 
it will be observed, does not appear ill this 
list. At two in the afternoon the public an- 
nouncement was made that the Bogdokhan 
had breathed his last. All business was or- 
dered to be suspended for twenty days as a 
mark of mourning. Tranquility was not dis- 
turbed in the capital. 
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Proclamation by the Governor. 

"Whkueas, the following Act, to- wit: 
An act to raise volunteer forces to repel the inva- 
sion of the Stole, am! for other purposes. 

i 1 . Beit enacted Inj the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore', for the 
purpose of repelling eaid invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

§ '1. That the Governor be, and he is . hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of hit 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

i 3. That all volunteer officera. non-commis- 
sioned olheers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in w hich they volunteer ns the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and w hen so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
mouths pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

§ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided for by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces iu the 
field. 

$ 5. 7"hat the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Prodded, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : Ami provided also. That such per- 
sons shall receive live dollars per month of extra 
pay . 

$ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid ihe value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

$ ". That the commander in the field mav or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

§ t). That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what ollice each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office thev have 
been rispectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

§ 9. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
anil with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the Hth section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, 1S60 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority couferred on said Inspector General 
by the H th, 11th, and 12ih sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

I) 10. The troops raised under this net shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each sipiadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as arc allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

i 1 1. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections there- 
to to tho contrary notwithstanding, and is 
therefore tho law of the land. Xow, 
therefore, I, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers and 
cjtizens of this State to render obedience 
to all the requirements of said above recited 
act. 

, In testimony whereof, I, Beriah 
f ^ Magoffin, Governor of the Comnion- 
l ' ) wealth of Kentucky, have hereunto 
s-»^ subscribed my name and caused the 
seal of the State to be affixed. 

Done at Frankfort, this 80th day of Sep- 
tember, in the year of our Lord 1801, and in 
the 70th year of the Commonwealth.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whjcrkas, The following net of tho Gen- 
eral Assembly of tbe Commortwenlth of Ken- 
tucky, cordially approved by mo on the 20th 
instant, is the law, of the land, 1 think proper, 
in the exercifcB of my executive duties, to 
make the same promptly known to the 
public, ns 1 do hereby, und I do earnestly 
enjoin (ill citizens and residents of this 
Stnto to hu obedient to nil the require- 
ments thereof, to the end that the hu 
mane and noble purposes of the Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. The said act 
of the General Assembly is lis follows: 

Bceolution* providing for the peace and quiet of 
the ctft'zens of thii Cominontceolth. 

AY II ere as, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the bcEiAning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope that they may not be involv- 
ed in the unnnlurul, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now. ns she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable nnd just to nil ; 
but ns her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that thu people in the meantime, 
should act in harmony, and be tit peace 
among themselves, so tljnt if they shall lie 
involved in war, tin y will ns fur as possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities; therefore 

Unsolved Inf the General Axxrtnhly of the 
Ctiwmoiw tal h tf Sentuekff, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions;

times of war lis well us peace, nil the rights 
guaranteed .to every citizen by the Constitu-
